Fitl!'8m/ue 9 now conftantly performed .at all 
Cathedrals, which, for its fine <///>, and Contri* 
vance, has not as yet* been equally and perhaps 
will never be excell'd. Befides thefe two, there 
were a great Number of eminent Mafters long 
before their Time, as may be feen by a Lift of 
them, at the End of Mr. Morkfs Introduction to 
Practical Mufick> before fpoken of: And to 
fpeak only of two more, not many Years fince, 
liv'd the tnoft furprizing Mr. Magnus, who, as

lations which lived in Torkjhire^ and came, from 
thence in a Waggon to London^ and in another 
Waggon to Reading. When *hey arrived at her 
Houfe, two or three of the Kinsfolks were very 
deiirous to fee her, dead, as i bey thought fhe 
was ; and therefore the Coffin was unnailed, by 
which Noife (he recovered from her Trance (or 
temporary Death) and opened her Eyes, to the 
great Aftonifhment of the whole Company, then 

invited to her Funeral, 1 have heard her tell the 

Story feveral Times; and I've now by me Re- 
ceipts of her own Hand- writing. This Woman 
lived upwards of twenty Years after this Affair

Bones of a Perfon fuppofcd to be a Cor- 
nijh Giant.

Medals) of Commodus ; Septimius Se- 
ver us , Alexander Severus, Gallineus, 
Dioclefian, Conftantine the Great, Con- 
(lantius, Theodofius ; a Gold Medal of 
Trajan, on the Reverfe whereof are 
I\'erva and Platina facing one another : 
Another Medal, as large as a Medallion 
of that Emperor ; and on the Reverfe, 

the Circus Maximus, (a great Place 

where the publick Shows us'd to be 

exhibited 
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exhibited at Rome>) and a View of the 
Side of the Palatine Mountain that 
faces it, on'which are feen feverai Edi- 
fices, and among the reft the famous 
Temple ofjpollo, Part of which is now 
Handing. Alfo a Medal of King De- 
metrius, with, his Head on the Front, 
and on the other Side the Prow of a 



Ship ; a Medallion of Tiberius y on one 
Side of which, is his Head, and on the 
Reverfe a Temple, with Latin Infcrip- 
tions. Some Greek Coins of the large 
•Size, with Caligula's Head, &c. on 
them. A Medal of Galba's, with a 
triumphal Arch on the Reverfe, There 
were likewife fome Gold Medallions t 

and a few Coins of Commodus, where 
on one Side is the Hercules Farnefe, 
great Rarities. Some of Fau/iina\ 
which had the Venus of Medici s on one 
of the Sides 5 two of Lucius Verus> 
with the- 'famous Marcus Aurelius 
(above^mention'd) on Horfeback. Alfo 
a few Silver Medals^ whole Edges were 
indented,- and are called Numifmata 
Serrata* ; fome plated ones, three large 
Copper Medals of the Mmilians, all

round it like a Saw.'

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which are very valuable Antiquities--. 
and numberlefs others, which I pur- 
pofely omit for Brevity fake ; and there- 
fore I fliall only acquaint the Reader, 
that there were likewife many of the 
large Copper Medals of Otho'i) which 
by Antiquaries are reckon'd of inefti- 
mable Value, from the vaft Scarcity of 
them 5 whilit the Gold and Silver ones 

of that Emperor are but little regarded. 

Alio ibme Grecian Medals of Philip of 
Macedon, and Alexander the Great, 
each "of which weighed near 23 Carats 
and 16 Grains $ befides thofe ozLycur- 

gus % Zekucus, Pittacns, Pythagoras,

pocrates, Chryflppus, Homer, Apolknm,
